paper man. Since he fired four shots 
into Coburn's body, Pox has remain- 
ed silent except for a brief state- 
ment when arrested in which he was 
quoted as having said he regretted 
having to shoot Coburn, but was glad 
he was dead as the klan attorney was 
preparing to rain him, and denied the 
killing had iny connection with the 
Uan. 
Since he was arre<rted Fox has been 


held incommunicado under heavy 
guard and without bond on a charge 
of murder. 


Fox is expected to be taken before 


the grand jury here today. 


There were two eye witnesses to 


the shooting, according to Jie police. 
Mrs. M, A, Holbrook, Coburn's sten- 
ographer, and Mrs. Oscar Weyaan, 
of Cleveland, O., a client, were in 
the office at the time. They said Fox 
fired four shots and that Coburn top- 
pled from his chair dead as Fox threw 
down his revolver after the last shnt 
and left the office. 
Both said that 


Fox made no statement before be 
opened fire. 
Fox said he was not connected 


with the klan when he was arrested, 
but newspaper- men identified horn 
as the publicity agent of the organ- 
ization 


Dr. Fred B. Johnson, of San An- 


tonlo.'Texas, issued a statement that 
Fox had visited him at the home of 
Emperor W. J. Simmons the night 
before and announced that he had 
been sent there to kill him (John- 
son).
